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A Note about the Dating System Used in this Book 


In general, before 1752, Protestant countries such as England were using a different 
dating system than we use today. In the old dating system, the first day of the year was 
not January 1, but March 25. In this book, I have attempted to convert the dates to cor- 
respond to our current dating system. However, since some colonial record keepers may 
have used the new style of dating instead of the old, and since I do not have the time to 
thoroughly research the original sources for all of the questionable dates in this book, it 
is possible that some of my dates before 1752 may be off by one year, particularly those 
between January 1 and March 24. 

Many colonial records were listed without the name of the months. If I came across a 
date written in this form, such as 2d 11m 1650, I would assume it was written in the 
English colonial dating system since it was written before 1752, and I would change it to 
our dating system so that it would read 2 Jan 1651. 
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Prologue 


Genealogists are always searching for new information on theirs or others’ ancestors. 
Because of this, no genealogy book is ever the final word on a family. Once a book is pub- 
lished, something new always comes up that the writer wishes could have been included. 
This book is the result of these wishes. It has new information and corrections to the au- 
thor’s five previous genealogy books: The Ancestors of Herbert McCune Richardson; The 
Ancestors of Cushman Kellogg Davis Minar; The Ancestors of Elizabeth Winifred Erik- 
son; The Ancestors of Priscilla Alden Morse, Volumes 1 and 2; and The Ancestors of 
Thomas F. Kilbride and His Wife, Sylvia Duquet, AND Thomas O’Connor and His Wife, 
Ellen Rahilly*, Each of these books has its own section in this book, and the ancestors 
whose information is being corrected or added to are listed by their numbers in each par- 
ticular book. So, for example, in the book The Ancestors of Elizabeth Winifred Erikson, 
Elizabeth’s father is listed as 2. Henry Anton Erikson, and in the book The Ancestors 
of Priscilla Alden Morse, Priscilla’s father is listed as 2. Willard Whitcomb Morse, so 
in this book, in their respective sections, both fathers being given the number “2” as they 
were in the original books. 

In some cases, a common ancestor is found in more than one book. In those cases, 
that ancestor will be listed in the section for each book he or she is found in, using each 
number from the respective books. 

Any corrections that do not have endnotes indicate that the original endnote is cor- 
rect, and the correction is just a typo or added clarification to what was already cited. 

And, of course, if the reader wishes to learn more about any of the people in this book, 
he or she can find more information in the original book the corrections and additions 
are for. Currently, print copies of all of the author’s genealogical books are available on 
Amazon.com. In addition, both print and digital copies of most of them are available at 
the New England Historic Genealogical Society library, the Allen County Public Library 
Genealogy Center (http://genealogycenter.org/), and digital copies of some (and hopefully 
in the future all) of them are available at the Internet Archive (https://archive.org/).

14. Alexander Bain 

e When Alexander Bain moved his family to Nebraska in 1856, it was during a time 
when abolitionists were purposely settling there to help make Nebraska a free 
state. The Kansas-Nebraska Act of 1854 allowed the people of Kansas and Ne- 
braska to decide for themselves if they would be free states or slave states. This 
act broke the Missouri Compromise which had said that any states or territories 
above the 36 parallel would be free states. The breaking of the Missouri Compro- 
mise outraged abolitionists and started an immigration of abolitionists to Kansas 
and Nebraska to make sure there would be enough votes to make them free states 
when they entered the union. Alexander was an abolitionist, so it is possible that 
may have been part of the reason why he moved his family to Nebraska. 


a See the notes for his father, 24. Robert McCune, in the author’s book The Ancestors of Herbert McCune 
Richardson. Robert was living in Shippensburg at the time of Thomas’s birth. 

b See Appendix 1. It has not been conclusively proven that his mother was a Buchanan. 

¢ In previous editions I had said she also had the nickname “Lizzie.” Now I am wondering if that nickname 
may have referred to her sister, Adaline Eliza. Also, while her birth record is spelled “Catharine,” her 
name on the family grave stone is spelled “Catherine.” 

4 This is pure speculation on the part of the author. Kansas is more well-known for having anti-slavery 
settlers move there. It is quite possible that Alexander moved to Nebraska just because the territories had 
opened up for settling. However, as an abolitionist, Alexander would have known the importance of having 
the territory populated with anti-slavery settlers.

e According to a 1932 article in The Nebraska State Journal, Alexander was one of 
the owners of the New York Dispatch before he moved to Nebraska. The article 
goes on to say that the principal owner was Jay Williamson (Armor J. William- 
son). I have not been able to confirm this information, and if he was an owner, he 
was not a principal one.®3 

e According to the article mentioned above, when Alexander moved to Nebraska, 
the steamboat they were on was wrecked, and all of their household goods were 
lost.54

c Robert had two sons in the 1790 census. One of them would have been Thomas, who was born in 1788. 
Robert Jr. was born about 1794, so he can't be the other son, leaving John as a strong possibility for the 
son living with Robert in 1790. However, the possibility remains that John was the son of Robert’s second 
wife. Robert Jr. may also be a son of Buchanan, but that is unclear at this time. 

Note, there are two Robert McCunes in the 1794 census for the Hopewell, Newton, Tyborn, and West- 
pensboro townships. The other Robert McCune had only one son in 1794. That Robert McCune is most 
likely the Robert McCune who had a mother named Isabella, since Isabella McCune is right below him in 
the census records, indicating that they were neighbors (she was widowed at the time). That McCune fam- 
ily is extensively researched in the book titled McCune Genealogy and Allied Families by William H Day 
and Jean Holley Day, 1999. A copy of this book is at the Cumberland County Historical Society in Carlisle, 
PA.

His obituary, which is the source for this information, on- 
ly says that he “served a tour in the revolutionary war,” so the notes should be 
changed to read: “The Revolutionary War started seven days after he turned fif- 
teen, and when he was eighteen, he signed up to fight for his country.”

e A direct female descendant of Lisette Allard took an mtDNA test with Family 
Tree DNA that at the time was an exact match to nine other samples in the Fami- 
ly Tree DNA database. Of those nine matches, three of them did not have infor- 
mation attached to them, so we don’t know who they traced back to. Of the re- 
maining six samples, five of them were traced to Marguerite Doucinet (Dous- 
sient).102 Marguerite Doucinet was born 14 Feb 1641 in La Rochelle, France;1 
died 15 Sep 1698 in Montreal, Quebec, Canada.1°4 She married Philippe Mathon 
dit Labrie 28 Dec 1662 in Quebec, Quebec, Canada.1!% 

The sixth sample matched to Marguerite Doucinet’s sister, Elisabeth Doucinet 
(Doussient). Marguerite and Elisabeth would have the same mtDNA since they 
had the same mother— Fleurance Canteau.!9 107 Elisabeth (Isabelle) Doucinet 
was born 17 May 1647 in La Rochelle, France,!° died 19 Nov 1710 in Charles- 
bourg, Quebec, Canada.!99 She married Jacques Bédard 4 Oct 1666 in Quebec, 
Quebec, Canada.!!° 
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Marguerite and Elisabeth’s other sisters did not immigrate to Canada.!!! A 
search on the PRDH® website for the last name of Canteau, Cantau, and Canto 
(the surname of the sisters’ mother) only showed the marriages of Marguerite and 
Elisabeth (Isabella). This means that it is unlikely that any of Marguerite and 
Elisabeth’s female cousins with the same mtDNA immigrated to Quebec as un- 
married women, as their mother’s names would have shown up in their marriage 
records. (Old French-Canadian marriage records almost always gave the wife’s 
mother’s maiden name.) A female cousin, could, however, have immigrated as a 
married woman, and then it would be less likely that her mother’s name would 
show up in the Quebec records. However, because six out of the six samples that 
could be traced went back to Marguerite Doucinet or Elisabeth Doucinet, it is very 
likely that Lisette was a direct female descendant of one of these two sisters.

There is 
a PRDH baptism record for a Marie Louise Fuillot, born 30 May 1694, whose 
mother is Francoise Fulliot. PRDH says this baptism is the one for Francoise’s 
daughter Marie Madeline Perrault (who was born out of wedlock), but I have 
found no records where Marie Madeline Perrault ever calls herself Marie Louise. 

e Another possible out of wedlock daughter is Francoise’s daughter Marguerite 
Grenier, who I have listed as a possible daughter of Francoise’s husband Jean 
Grenier. According to PRDH, Jean Grenier had died in 1688 and Marguerite was 
born in 1691. However, I am not convinced that PRDH has the correct death rec- 
ord for Jean, so I have not yet corrected Marguerite’s parentage. Another indica- 
tion that Marguerite might not be the daughter of Jean Grenier is that on both 
her PRDH birth and baptism records Jean Grenier is listed as Francoise’s hus- 
band, but not as Marguerite’s father.

Notes for William Green 

William’s father died when he was only two years old, and his mother died when he 
was four. There is a 1959 court record from his father’s probate that says William and 
his siblings were “put out . . . to severall places,” but it does not say if they were being 
cared for by family members or put out as apprentices and/or indentured servants. Wil- 
liam became a shoemaker and lived in Woburn, Massachusetts for much of his life. He 
had one child with his first wife, Mary Felch, who died close to a year after their son, 
William, was born. King Philip’s War was raging through the colonies during what was 
probably most of their marriage, which would have been extremely stressful for the 
young couple, especially since William was a soldier in the war. 

William had twelve children with his second wife, Hannah Kendall. At some point af- 
ter William and Hannah’s son Joseph was born, the family moved to Mendon, Massa- 
chusetts where William probably lived for the rest of his life.182

I noticed a discrepancy while writing this book that needs to be researched more be- 
fore anything definite can be said about the wife of 506. John Emery. All of the sources 
I’ve found say that her first name was Mary. Some say that her maiden name was Web- 
ster. The NEHGS Great Migration Project's biographical sketch of John Emery Sr. 
states that the maiden name of Webster is incorrect. There is a good explanation for this 
in TAG, Vol. 17, pp. 96-99. 

As for the first name of Mary, I am starting to be unsure even about that. I found no 
birth records of John’s children which state his wife’s name. The death record which is 
generally attributed to Mary of 3 Nov 1699 now appears to be more likely the death rec- 
ord of a woman named Mary (Sawyer) Emery. Her father’s will (William Sawyer’) men- 
tions that his daughter Mary was the wife of a man named John Emery, and that she 
had died sometime before 1703. She could not be 506. John Emery’s wife since this 
marriage took place in 1683,187 after his children were born (unless it was a second mar- 
riage).

Notes for Edward Spalding 

According to a New England Historical and Genealogical Register article,221 there are 
indications in the English records that Edward’s parents were not wealthy. His father 
died when Edward was in his mid-twenties, and his mother died in 1639. Edward and 
his first wife, Margaret, appear in the Braintree, MA records in 1640. This is the year 
that Edward became a freeman in Braintree. Only freemen were allowed to vote or hold 
office, so this was an important step for Edward. The freeman’s oath around this time? 
was as follows: 
i al being by God’s providence, an inhabitant and freeman within the jurisdic- 
tion of this Commonwealth, do freely acknowledge myself to be subject to the government 
thereof, and therefore do swear by the great and dreadful name of the everlasting God, 
that I will be true and faithful to the same, and will accordingly yield assistance and 
support thereunto, with my person and estate, as in equity Iam bound: and I will also 
endeavor to maintain and preserve all the liberties and privileges thereof, submitting my- 
self to the wholesome laws and orders made and established by the same. And farther, 
that I will not plot nor practice any evil against it, nor consent to any that shall so do, but 
will truly discover and reveal the same to lawful authority now here established, for the 
speedy preventing thereof. Moreover, I do solemnly bind myself in the sight of God, that 
when I shall be called to give my voice touching any such matter, of this State wherein 
freemen are to deal, I will give my vote and suffrage, as I shall judge in my own con- 
science may best conduce to the public weal of the body, without respect of persons or fa- 
vor of any man; so help me God in the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Margaret’s place in the Braintree records in 1640 was a much sadder event. That is 
the year she died. A year later, Edward and Margaret’s daughter Grace also died, so 
Edward’s early years in Braintree were full of sorrow. However, he still had his sons to 
raise, and by the end of 1642 he had found them a stepmother named Rachel. Their first 
child, Benjamin, was born in Braintree. 

By 1647, Edward and his family had moved to Wenham, MA.’ In 1649, he was one of

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the men chosen for “ending small causes.” This meant he could rule on small court cas- 
es. Being chosen for this job shows that he held the respect of his community. He also 
served on the Grand Jury in Wenham, and in 1654, he was replaced on the jury by a 
man named Robert Gowin. This was most likely because Edward and his family moved 
to Chelmsford, MA around this time. Earlier that year, the people of Chelmsford had 
sent a delegation to Wenham to propose that the Rev. John Fisk and some of his congre- 
gation move to Chelmsford. It appears that Edward was one of the first to take them up 
on the offer.2 He was living in Chelmsford by November 1654 when he was chosen to be 
a selectman, one of the men responsible for the day to day running of the town. He lived 
the remainder of his days in Chelmsford until his death in 1670. 

One interesting item in the inventory of Edward’s possessions after his death were 
“shoomakers tooles.” He also owned some books, so he was most likely literate. It is pos- 
sible that he died of some sort of illness since it appears that his wife, Rachel, died 
around the same time.222

Hannah’s husband William died while their five children were still young. Her broth- 
er John and a man named Captain Edward Johnson were named overseers of William’s 
probate. There appears to have been some difficulties between the two men as later 
Hannah’s other brothers petitioned the court to help them solve the problem of the chil- 
dren and the estate. Captain Johnson was removed as an overseer and Thomas, Samuel, 
and John Carter were appointed trustees. The records also mention that the children 
had been “put out” to “severall places” by 1659, by which time Hannah had died. Some- 
time after William died, she married a man named Thomas Brown, but they probably 
weren't married for long as Hannah died in September 1657.244 245 246

Mary and her husband were among a group of 
people who had left the local church to attend the services run by a Puritan minister, 
Reverend William Worcester, the vicar at Olney.

John Putnam was the oldest son of Nicholas Putnam of Wingrave and Stewkeley, 
England. John’s father died when John was only about eighteen years old. In Nicholas’s 
will, John was to be given land in Aston Abbotts, England when he turned twenty-one. It 
appears that John did not marry until he was about thirty-one years old, and he and his 
wife probably lived on the land that John inherited from his father as all of their chil- 
dren were born in Ashton Abbotts. 

John and his family emigrated from England to Salem, Massachusetts sometime af- 
ter his seventh child was baptized in 1627. John was a farmer, and in 1644 he was one of 
the men in Salem who were appointed “each Lord’s day to walk forth during worship 
and take notice of such who did not attend service and who were idle, etc., and to present 
such cases to the magistrates.” According to a nineteenth century Putnam genealogist,

It 
appears that John did not marry until he was about thirty-one years old, and he and his 
wife probably lived on the land that John inherited from his father as all of their chil- 
dren were born in Ashton Abbotts.

William and Judith’s first six children were 
born in England, and the church records there say William was a mariner. There was 
much tragedy in their family as four of their first six children died young.

The remaining 
family members took the dangerous trip to the New World sometime after August 1663 
and settled in in the part of Salem that was to become Beverly, Massachusetts. There 
Judith and William had two more children, one of whom also probably died young as 
there are no records of him after his birth. Of Judith and William’s eight children, only 
three appear to have survived to adulthood. William himself died sometime before Janu- 
ary 13, 1668, leaving Judith with three young girls to raise on her own. Her oldest 
daughter was eleven at the time. 

Judith was married to her second husband, John Rayment, by March 15, 1670 or 
1671 when their first child was born. He was a widower with five children. They were to 
have another child in 1672 who died a few days after he was born. Judith and John were 
to be married for at least thirty-one years before Judith’s death in 1702.

William was married with six children before following his brother John to New Eng- 
land. John had already been living there a number of years. William was granted land in 
Salem, Massachusetts in 1637. In 1640 he was named as a herdsman. This may sound 
like a fairly lowly position, but that does not take into account just how important the 
town herd was. According to one source, in about 1650 there were only about 1300 head 
of cattle in all of New England, so cows were very valuable. As town herdsman, it would 
have been William’s responsibility to make sure that the cattle “did not stray outside 
their proper bounds,” and he may have been responsible for collecting the fees for the use 
of the cow common. In 1646 William was part of a group of men “chosen to lay out a way 
between the Salem ferry and Jeffreys Creek, and in 1665 William purchased land at the 
“Cape Ann Side”.

Notes for Walter Tybott 

Walter married his first wife in England and had two daughters with her before she 
died in March 1630. He married his second wife just two months later. In 1640, Walter 
took his family and immigrated to New England with the followers of Reverend Blin- 
man. The group first settled in what later became Marshfield, Massachusetts, but some 
sort of disagreement in the local church occurred between Reverend Blinman and his 
congregation, causing the Reverend to move to Gloucester, Massachusetts around 1642, 
along with some of his congregation. Walter and his family were among those followers. 

Gloucester was a fishing village and it appears that some of the villagers were not 
completely happy with their new residents, or at least with Reverend Blinman. Some- 
time around 1650, the Reverend left Gloucester due to conflicts within his congregation. 
However, by then Walter was an established member of the community, and this time he 
chose not to move with Reverend Blinman. Walter had been selected as constable in 
1643, indicating that he was respected in the town. New England constables were ap- 
pointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders 
of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” Walter was also 
elected as a selectman from 1643—1645, another important job. Selectmen were respon- 
sible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through 
on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. In 
1647, Walter was “allowed to draw wine,” indicating that he must have owned some sort 


of tavern. Walter died in Gloucester in 1652, leaving his wife a widow.533 534 585 536 537 538

Why the Surname of 24. Robert McCune’s First Wife Is Likely 
Buchanan 


I am tentatively assigning the surname Buchanan to Robert McCune's first wife 
based on circumstantial evidence. This surname is not conclusively proven, but what I 
have found so far indicates a likelihood that she was a Buchanan before she married 
Robert McCune. The evidence collected so far is: 


1) Robert's son Thomas named a child William Buchanan McCune. Thomas and his wife, 
Jane Ann Neely, named some of their other children using family surnames as middle 
names such as James Neely McCune (named after Jane Ann’s father, James Neely) and 
Margaret McBeth McCune (named after Jane Ann’s grandmother, Margaret McBeth). 
Since they used the surnames on Thomas’s wife’s side of the family for middle names, it 
seems likely they would also use surnames from Thomas’s side of the family. Because of 
this, it seems reasonable that the Buchanan middle name of his son William indicates 
some sort of family name.@ 


2) There is a 1932 Nebraska newspaper article that tells the story of a clock that be- 
longed to the Thomas H. McCune family of Nebraska. Thomas H. McCune was the son of 
Thomas and Jane Ann Neely of Shippensburg—Robert's son and daughter-in-law. Ac- 
cording to this article, the clock had been passed down to them through their mother's 
family, inherited from the General Thomas Buchanan family of Shippensburg. This arti- 
cle is full of mistakes, the main one being that Thomas H. McCune’s wife's family, the 
Bains, came to Nebraska from Shippensburg. They came from New York. However, 
Thomas H. McCune's family did come from Shippensburg. 

Since the McCune heirs of the clock said they had inherited it from the General 
Thomas Buchanan family, it is likely that they were related in some way to General 
Thomas Buchanan. Based on the Shippensburg connection, and the fact that Thomas H. 
McCune had grown up in Shippensburg’? and had a brother named William Buchanan 
McCune (mentioned above), the relationship to the Buchanans was most likely on the 
McCune side of the family. 

General Thomas Buchanan was from Newton, PA and had children who lived in 
Shippensburg. He was a captain during the Revolutionary War and later in life was 
made Brigadier General of the Cumberland County, Pennsylvania militia. The clock ar- 
ticle gives enough information to identify him and his family. 


3) General Thomas Buchanan had eight children, none of whom had children who sur- 
vived to adulthood. The clock article mentioned above talks extensively about his three 
spinster daughters. One of these daughters, Jane Buchanan of Shippensburg, was the

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last of her family to die. Since she had no children, grandchildren, nieces, or nephews to 
leave her money to, she appears to have left her property to her cousins and their chil- 
dren. Three of the people she left money to were the sisters of Thomas H. McCune of Ne- 
braska. These three sisters were the children of the man who I theorize to be Jane Bu- 
chanan’s deceased cousin, Thomas McCune. She also left one of them a vase. Further 
analysis of her will and that of her sister Mary Buchanan shows that both sisters tended 
to give money to their cousins and cousin’s children, making it very possible that Thom- 
as McCune of Shippensburg was their cousin. 

Since the daughters of Thomas McCune were among the people given money in Jane 
Buchanan’s will, and since her will mentioned others of her cousins and cousin’s children 
in it, along with the fact that Thomas McCune had given one of his sons the middle 
name of Buchanan, and that his family acknowledged a familial relationship to the Bu- 
chanan family in the Nebraska clock article, my theory is that Robert McCune was the 
husband of General Thomas Buchanan's sister. However, until I have gathered more ev- 
idence to prove or disprove this theory, this relationship should not be treated as conclu- 
sively proven.540

When Thomas Buchanan of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania died in 1823, he 
probably did not realize that although he had many children, he would leave no further 
descendants. Of Thomas’s ten offspring, eight died without living children or grandchil- 
dren before 1863. The remaining two, Mary and Jane, were spinsters. Thomas Buchan- 
an’s immediate family became a genealogical dead end. However, the wills of Mary and 
Jane, his last two living children, are full of genealogical information. Examining the re- 
cipients of their property shows familial connections between Thomas’ family; the Bu- 
chanans and Fultons of Crawford County, Pennsylvania; and the Campbells of St. Louis, 
Missouri. Jane’s will also provides a tantalizing suggestion for the wife of Robert McCu- 
ne of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania—a mystery which has perplexed McCune re- 
searchers for years. 
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The Crawford County Connections 


Mary, the first of Thomas Buchanan’s two remaining daughters to die, left $1,000 to 
be divided between the children of an Alexander Buchanan of Crawford County.* This 
Alexander Buchanan was the son of Alexander Buchanan Sr. who died in 1810, leaving 
seven minor children.» Mary’s sister Jane left money to Harriet who was Alexander Sr.’s 
daughter-in-law and the widow of his son Robert Buchanan of Cincinnati. An unsourced 
lineage published in 1891 suggested that Alexander Buchanan Sr. was the brother of 
Thomas Buchanan.¢ If this is true, then by leaving money to Harriet Buchanan and the 
children of Alexander Buchanan Jr., Jane and Mary were leaving money to their cousin 
Robert’s widow (Harriet) and their cousin Alexander’s children. 

Jane’s and Mary’s bequests support the sibling relationship between Thomas and Al- 
exander Buchanan Sr. Further evidence of this relationship appeared in a journal entry 
written by a nephew of Thomas and Alexander who called them both his uncles.° 

The sisters’ wills also give clues to another Crawford County family mentioned in the 
1891 lineage. According to the lineage, Thomas and Alexander Buchanan Sr. had an un- 
named sister who married Thomas Fulton in Ireland and moved to Crawford County.‘ 
Mary’s 1884 will gave money to “the female portion of the Powell family, grandchildren of

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Sarah Fulton of Crawford County, Pennsylvania,” thus providing a given name to this 
unnamed sister. Sarah and Thomas Fulton left Donagh, Haddee, Tyrone County, Ire- 
land for America sometime after 24 May 1792 when they received a letter from their 
church in Ireland testifying to their character.» Thomas Fulton’s will included two 
daughters: Jean (Jane) Buchanan Fulton (highlighting the Buchanan connection), and 
Isabella who married Thomas Powell.c So Mary’s bequest to the female Powell grand- 
children of Sarah Fulton was to her cousin Isabella’s children. 


The Connection to the Campbells of St. Louis, Missouri 


Jane’s will points to yet another Buchanan sibling. She left silverware and a family 
portrait to Mary Campbell of Saint Louis, Missouri. The unsourced lineage listed a Bu- 
chanan sibling named Sarah who married Mr. Campbell of County Tyrone, Ireland.4 
Could this be true? The book declared that Mr. Campbell had two sons named Hugh and 
Robert who immigrated to the United States, both of them ending up in St. Louis, Mis- 
souri. However, the Buchanan sibling named Sarah actually married Thomas Fulton, 
and, while not impossible, it is unlikely that they had another sister named Sarah. Fur- 
ther research showed that Hugh and Robert Campbell’s parents were Hugh Campbell 
and Elizabeth Buchanan of Tyrone County, Ireland.£ The younger Hugh married Mary 
Kyle, most likely the Mary Campbell of Saint Louis, Missouri mentioned in Jane’s will, 
as Hugh and Mary had no children, and when Robert died in 1879 he only had three liv- 
ing children—all unmarried sons.8

Possible Clue to the Mother of Thomas McCune 


Jane’s will holds yet another clue, this one to the McCune family, when she gave 
money to “Sarah[,] Margaret & Elizabeth McCune residing on the Turnpike near Ship- 
pensburg Penn.” Jane also gave Sarah McCune a small vase. Sarah, Margaret, and Eliz- 
abeth were the daughters of Thomas McCune.’ At the time Jane’s will was written in 
1882, five of Thomas McCune’s children were living at his ancestral home: Sarah Jane 
McCune, Margaretta McBeth McCune (also known as Margaret), Catharine Elizabeth 
McCune (also known as Elizabeth), William Buchanan McCune, and James Neely 
McCune.: Jane’s will left $100 each to Sarah Jane, Margaretta, and Catharine Eliza- 
beth. She did not leave any money to her male McCune cousins—which was not unusual. 
Jane and her sister tended to favor females over males in their wills, especially unmar- 
ried or widowed females. 

What possible relationship could the Buchanans have had with the Thomas McCune 
family of Shippensburg? Unfortunately, Jane’s will does not mention the connection be- 
tween her and the McCunes, but two clues from other sources show that it was probably 
a familial connection. The first of these clues appeared in a 1931 Nebraska newspaper 
article which describes how an antique grandfather clock once owned by Thomas Bu- 
chanan of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania had been passed down to the Alexander 


Mar 1829. Also, MacCulloch, The Campbell Quest, pp. 76-77. Hugh being childless is mentioned in The

The second clue appeared in the middle names of Thomas McCune of Shippensburg’s 
children. Thomas’s son James Neely McCune was named after the family of his wife, 
Jane Ann Neely.: His daughter Margaretta McBeth McCune was named after his wife’s 
mother, Margaret McBeth.4 Since he used both his wife’s and her mother’s surnames as 
middle names for his children, he reasonably would also use his own mother’s surname 
for one of his children’s middle names. His son William had Buchanan as a middle 
name—William Buchanan McCune.e While both Thomas’ mother and grandmother’s 
names remain elusive, his mother would have been the same generation as the Buchan- 
an siblings. If his mother was another Buchanan sibling, then Thomas’s daughters 
whom Jane Buchanan named in her will were Jane’s cousin’s children, thus fitting the 
pattern of other family members she and her sister left bequests to in their wills. So far, 
definitive proof of this theory has not been found, but the indications are it is likely 
Thomas McCune’s mother was another Buchanan sibling.

Figure 1 below shows a chart of the relationships between Jane and Mary Buchanan 
and some of the people they gave gifts to in their wills. The father of the Buchanan sib- 
lings is tentatively identified as Robert Buchanan based on two unsourced lineages from 
the late 1890s.2 A genealogical summary of the proposed Buchanan relationships men- 
tioned in this article follows the chart. 


Conclusion 


The wills of sisters Mary and Jane Buchanan gave the clues which helped answer our 
original question—were Alexander Buchanan, Sarah (Buchanan) Fulton, Elizabeth (Bu- 
chanan) Campbell, Thomas Buchanan, and the wife of Robert McCune siblings? The in- 
formation contained in the sister’s wills helped show that there were familial relation- 
ships among these people, and further research helped show the relationships. Alexan- 
der, Sarah, Elizabeth, and Thomas were siblings, and the wife of Robert McCune was 
probably related to them and was also possibly a sibling.

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Appendix 2 


Samuel Hill, Possible Father of 18. Silas Hill 


There is very little information linking Samuel Hill to Silas Hill. At this point, no 
probate or church records have been found for Samuel, and his probable children either 
died too early to have death records or their death records did not list their parents. Fi- 
nally, the deeds that have been found to date for Samuel do not list his children. Hope- 
fully, as more information is made available some sort of proof (or disproof) of the con- 
nection can be found. 

For now, what we have is a trail of tax records, deeds, and census records showing 
that four men—Samuel Hill Sr., Samuel Hill Jr., Silas Hill, and Paul Hill moved from 
county to county in New York at about the same time.@ There is also a William Hill who 
is likely related to these four men. Samuel Hill Sr. is the oldest of the four men, and is 
probably the father of the other three based on age and on the fact that they seemed to 
follow each other to various towns. If he is not their father, it is still likely that the men 
are related in some fashion, so finding as much information about them as possible will 
help to solve the mystery. Below is a summary of their movements. The sources for this 
information are listed after the Silas Hill 1842 burial information on the following page. 


Otsego County 

1799: There was a Samuel Hill living in Springfield based on his tax records. 

1800: Samuel Hill Sr., Samuel Hill Jr., and Paul Hill were living in Springfield, based 
on their census records. This record was enumerated in August of 1800. 

1800: Samuel Hill Sr., Samuel Hill Jr., Paul Hill, and William Hill were living in 
Springfield based on their tax records. 


Ontario County 

1800: Silas Hill was living in Charleston? (based on his census and tax records). The 
census record was enumerated in August of 1800. 

1800: Silas and Paul Hill purchased land together in Charleston in October of 1800. At 
the time they were both said to be living in Ontario County. 

1801: Samuel Hill Sr., Samuel Hill Jr., Silas Hill, and Paul Hill were all taxed in 
Charleston. 

1802: Samuel Hill Sr., Samuel Hill Jr. and Paul Hill were all taxed in Charleston. 


Genesee County: 

1803: Samuel Hill Sr. and Paul Hill were taxed in Batavia. 

1806: Silas Hill and William Hill purchased land together and were both said to be “of 
Willink” at the time. Willink was formed from Batavia in 1804.

Notes for Samuel Hill 
The first definite documentation we have of Samuel Hill is his 1800 census record 
when he was living in Springfield, Otsego County, New York. At that time he had two 
males ages 16 to 26 living with him and a woman aged 45 or older who was presumably 
his wife. The men we've identified as his possible sons—Paul; Silas; and Samuel Hill 
Jr.—had their own households at the time, so the two males living with him in 1800 may 
be two other sons. He may also be the Samuel Hill who was taxed in Springfield in 1799 
for a house and farm. At the time, Samuel’s son Silas was living 167 miles away in 
Charlestown, Ontario County, New York.°® 
By 1801, Samuel and his sons Paul and Samuel Jr. had joined Silas in Charlestown. 
A few years later, they all moved about 34 miles to Genesse County, New York. The last 
definitive record we have of Samuel is in the town of Clarence in Niagara County (later 
Erie County), New York in 1810. By that time the household consisted of only Samuel 
and a woman who was presumably his wife.564 565 566 567 568 f
